The 
fact is that the commissioners could . ac 
complish little in conference. 
The 


terms of the peace treaty are already 
agreed on, and the formal document ia 
being drawn up by the secretaries. It 
will be completed by Saturday of this 
week, and it is confidently expected 
that by'Monday next the signatures ' of 
of-the commissioners of each nation will 
be attached. Nothing further will be 
needed to close the "incident," as the 
late war is diplomatically designated, 
•xcept the ratification by the congress 
of the United' States and the • cortea o( 
Spain.

COLONIAL GOVERNMENT. 


That In What McKlnley Intend* to Ap- 


ply to th« FbillpplnM. 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Colonial gov- 


ernment similar to that applied by 
Great Britain to her possessions is 
what President McKinley and his ad- 
visors intend to apply to the Philp- 
pne islands. 


There has been 


this subject, but the above f.tatement 
is made on the authority cf a man 
•entirely in the president's confidence, 
and who will have as much to do with 
framing the government or our new 
territory as any man outside of Mr. 
McKinley himself. 


How the colonial 'form of govern- 


ment shall be thrown into legal form; 
or how it shall be made to conform 
to the principles and formulae of the 
American constitution are other ques- 
tions. 


That there will be difficulty on this 


score is already apparent from the 
hostile preparations of Senator Vest 
and others, who declare It inconsistent 
with the principles of our constitution 
to hold colonial territory except for 
coaling, stations, or similar purposes. 


The colonial form of government is 


believed by the president and his ad- 
visers to be the only one practicable.

given to understand. Only two of the 
Spanish proposals were accepted by 
the Americans. 


The proposal of the Spaniards that 


an international commission, compos- 
ed of two Englishmen, two Frenchmen, 
one American and one Spaniard, half 
of the commission to be chosen by 
either nation, wi'h a German arbi- 
trator In case of non-agreement, be ap- 
pointed to investigate the Maine dis- 
aster, was absolutely refused. 


The Spaniards are sore over Presi- 


dent McKinley's 
references' to 
the 


Maine in his message, considering 
them Inopportune and discourteous. 


As cabled on Tuesday, the eighth 


principal articles of the'treaty are set- 
tled, and all that remains for the com- 
missions to attend to is the settle- 
ment of the minor points of the treaty. 
The latter will probably be signed Sat- 
urday next, for the Spaniards are as 
anxious as the Americans to finish the 
work in hand.
